Honest, Fearless, Straightfor­ 
ward Tactics Urged By 
Kenyon and Borah

W ASHINGTON, Jan. 
14.—That a 
new alignment of the people is coming 
that will aweep away existing political 
parties unless they face and solve re* 
adjustment problems was the warning 
sounded to Demoo'atic and Republican 
chieftains today by Senators Borah 
and Kenyon, Progressive leaders. 
They cautioned against “ostrich* tao* 
tics" as a means of disposing of the 
menace of Bolshevism in the United 
States. 
They urged honest, fearless, 
straightforward tactics 
by 
the gov* 
ernment and political leaders to cope 
with reconstruction problems affecting 
the great mass of the American people. 
After 
sounding 
the 
warning 
t i 
“standpatters” in both parties that “a 
terrific jolt is coming to them from the 
American people” unless present con­ 
ditione are remedied, Borah and Ken­ 
yon outlined ways of meeting the Bol­ 
shevism menace to this^country. 
Their statements to the United Presa 
today represented the sentiments of 
the Progressive group in the senate. 
'“Those in power, whether in politi­ 
cal parties or in the government who 
blind themselves to the menace of 
Bolshevism in the country, are court­ 
ing disaster,’’ said Kenyon. “The work­ 
ers of this country recognize the men­ 
ace. 
They don’t 
want 
Bolshevism. 
They fear it. 
But they realise it is 
spreading here and that something 
must be done to stop it. They look to 
their leaders to stop It. 
“Appeals are being made to Repub­ 
lican and Democratic party leaders to 
put their respective parties on record 
for a broad, wise governmental wel­ 
fare policy that w^ll recognize the 
rights of the workers as they have nev­ 
er been recognized. * One of the most 
conservative men in the Republican 
party discussed the situation with me 
lecently because of requests from his 
constituents that he get congress busy 
on welfare legislation. He is a party 
leader, a presidential possibility. 
if,e 
realizes the menace. 
But the party 
leaders do not. 
“What the people want is action, 
not talk; results, not promises. 
The 
wise political party is the one which 
will go on record for and then obtain 
laws like the following: 
“One—Creating at once a commis­ 
sion on public works to co-operate with 
the states in pushing necessary public 
work during hard times and to act as 
a buffer in absorption of surplus labor 
in the reconstruction period. This will 
remove tho 
unemployment 
menace, 
which is growing by leaps and bounds. 
"Two—Creating a national employ­ 
ment bureau to co-operate with the 
■tate#. 
“Three—Providing help in establish­ 
ing homes for workers. Finance this 
by a plan similar to the farm loan 
banks. 
‘ Four—Vocational training for all. 
“Five—Extending soldiers’ and sail­ 
ors’ insurance to men in industry. 
“SU—-Establishment 
of 
courts of 
mediation and conciliation (voluntary). 
“Seven—Old age, sickness and dis­ 
ability insurance.” 
Borah, a bitter foe of the doctrine of 
wiping out Bolshevism by repression 
or force, said: 
“One hears upon every hand these 
days the doctrine of force. We are to 
force peace and we are to have force 
to maintain peace, we are to have force 
to end our labor disturbances. Instead 
of talking force and repression let us 
preach co-operation 
and 
tolerance. 
Bolshevism la the fruit of force. We 
mgst kick the psychology* of war from 
our midst. Wa must avoid ostrich tac­ 
tics lf we don’t want a terrific Jolt 
from the people. 
"There are a few general principles 
which if we adhere to them will simpli­ 
fy the situation: 
“One—We must get back absolutely 
to the constitutional government, to 
the p rincess on which our fathers 
built and eschew all arbitrary meas­ 
ures. 
“Two—We must establish complete 
freedom ot speeclkand of the press. 
No man in these times should b o m - 
barrassed in the free and open discus­ 
sion of great public questions upon 
which depend# our whole future. 
“Three—The law of co-operation in 
the industrial world should be substi­ 
tuted for the old law of tooth and claw. 
Labor must understand it has an inter­ 
est in the great Industries ef the coun­ 
try aside from the mere question of 
wage. 
“Four—A system of taxation must be 
devised equitable and fbir between all 
parties, but alwaye bated on the prin­ 
ciple of ability to pay. 
“Five—The people and government 
must have closer relations. 
"Six—The 
perfectly 
unconscious 
wstt Os of money must cease. I do not 
believe the disposition to waste public

LONDON, Jan. 14.—The Express today declared that 
armies would “march straight to Berlin if the! armistice 
terms are not carried out.” Anything else, it declared, will 
be but a half measure. 
The newspaper gave the belief that Germany is neither 
willing nor able to go through with its agreements as set forth 
in the text of the armistice and points to the failure to deliver 
promised supplies.

HE whitening bones of millions 
of massacred men, women and 
children are strewing the plains 
of Asia Minor from the Black Sea to 
the Persian Gulf. 


In a single day’s travel, an American 
relief worker saw the mutilated corpses 
of more than five thousand outraged 
women, piled by the roadside. 


Thousands of living babies have been 
hurled into the rushing tides of the 
Euphrates, the Tigris and other rivers.
